the Vintners would beat down the Merchants pri- 
ces, and leave their wines on their hands. 

Whereupon after ſcycrall debates , rouching

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" And the next Court day being the 19 of May 
1638. the Company appointed a certaine number 
of retailing Vintners to ſeale the quadrupartite in- 
denture on behalfeofthe whole company which, 
indenrure was ſeverall rimes openly read and rati- 
fied in their Hall at generall mectings, and ia that 
Indenture the vintners covenant cxpreily to take 
off from the Merchants 4000 tunne Spaniſh, and. 
5000 tunne French wines; (being the Medinma- 
greed on by the merchants and vintners) and in 
conſideration thereof the merchants covenanted 
and obliged rhemſelvesto ſell rono caopers, nor 
countrey vintners. | 

Thus was the Medium begot by the London 
vintnersand fortheir benefit, who by this meanes 
monopolized the retailing of wines both in city 
and countrey , and were the ſole Authors of the 
Medium; and afterwards to make ſure. work, they 
ot an order from rhe Council-board that thoſe 
merchants that ſhould breaketheircontra&by ſel- 
ting wines to coopers or countrey vintners ſhould 
not have their wines taken off, 

The vinrners having thus tied upthe merchants 
from ſelling to any but them , would'not take off 
their wines , as by contra they were bound, but 
furniſhed rhemfelves from Strangers,and left thoſe 
native merchants wines: on their hands to their 
orcat lofſe andalmoſt undoing. 

Thereupon , thoſe merchants were driven to 
petition the Lords of the council, andro ſet forth 
the unfaichfull and fraudulent dealing of thevint- 

ers , and upon leveral hearings of whar could

be ſaid on both ſides, their Lordfhips ordered 
the vintners ro take off from thoſe merchants who 
had beene ſo much.wronged a ſmall quantity, farre 
ſhort of that which the vintners by their owne 
contrat were bound to take, and were wines 
which a ſele& committee of vintners (Michael 
Gardiner being one) had choſen and marked our 
for good and merchantable wines. 


True it is, in regard of the great quantity of 
wines imported thar yeare, the vintners might 
bave bought thoſc wines ſomewhar cheaper, bur 
they retailed them all atthe higheſt prices, and 
loſt nor , bur gained by them, and in caſeany one 
pecce of thofe wines failed on their hands, it was 
through the Uintners owne wilfulnefle, in thact 
they would nor husband them, rack them from 
their lees, and rake them from the Merchants in 
ductimeas by their contrat they were bound and 
ought to have done. | | 

Inthe great and numerous company of Vint- 
nets, thereareabour 40.. whereof ſome would not 
pay the Merchant for their Medium wines, others 
would not pay the 40. ſhillings a. tunne to the 
King , and ſome of the refuſers to pay for their 
Medium wincs were upon complaint of the Mer- 
chants , owners of thoſe wines committed to the 
Fleet by tie Lords; and others that would nor 
pay the 40. ſhillings atunne, after long forbear- 
ance, wee ſued.
